business resolution urging Con- 
gress to preserve in the tax laws 
those provisions ‘‘necessary to 
continue the effort at restoration of 
our cultural landmarks, revitaliza- 
tion of our towns and cities, and 
preservation of the best of our 
past.” 

Delegates also passed resolu- 
tions requiring the AIA to take the 
lead in studying and proposing im- 
provements in the current architec- 
tural education system, and man- 
dating more — active recruitment 
of associate members and fuller in- 
tegration of them into AIA chapter 
activities. 

Also passed was a substitute 
resolution requiring the AIA Board 
of Directors to consider changing 
the title “Member of the AIA” back 
to “Corporate Member of AIA,” 
and to support the findings of a 
task force studying this proposed 
change. 

By the June 12 close of conven- 
tion, 11,462 persons had 
registered, more than double the 
1984 registration figure. 


MASONRY DESIGN

AIA RESOLVES 


Delegates to the AIA National 
Convention passed resolutions re- 
quiring the AIA to develop and 
strengthen programs that address 
professional liability; add the needs 
of the homeless to the Institute’s 
housing policy and urge Congress 
to preserve the existing historic 
preservation incentives in the tax 
code. 

Noting that the escalating cost of 
liability insurance for architects 
and other design professionals is 
jeopardizing their ability to prac- 
tice “economically, responsibly 
and creatively,” the professional 
liability resolution, calls upon the 
AIA to develop alternatives that 
would reduce the frequency and 
magnitude of professional liability 
claims and to prepare a report 
detailing its findings, recommenda- 
tions and proposed plan of im- 
plementation by next winter. 

The housing resolution calls on 
the AIA to support the establish- 
ment of a design clearinghouse for 
human shelter information, enlist 
the support of architects to further 
alternative shelter designs and 
have its Housing Committee 
oversee this new program.

project in 1930 was a new U.S. 
post office and federal courts 
building designed by Robert O. 
Derrick that occupied an entire 
block on Fort, Griswold, Lafayette 
and Wayne. 

Leo Perry was responsible for the 
interior designs of the new building 
which also required the salvaging 
of an excellent example of 
Romanesque architecture. It was 
known then as “Judge Tuttle's 
Court Room.” The specifications 
required that the judge's court 
room in the old building be 
dismantled, each marble part iden- 
tified and placed in boxes for 
storage in a bonded warehouse 
until it was installed in the new 
building. You may be sure that Mr. 
Derrick and the others who con- 
tributed to this unusual salvage 
operation, including Leo Perry, 
‘ook pride in this accomplishment. 

‘ourt room visit to this prize may

(Ima- 
gine me calling it old.) 

In recalling so pleasantly our 
association with Leo many of us 
are saddened by his passing but 
will not fail to remember his quiet 
approach to living among us. 

Leo I. Perry was buried on May 
23, 1985. He was 87 years old. He 
graduated from the University of 
Michigan in 1924 and served in the 
U.S. Navy during World War | and 
ll. He retired from Ralph Calder Ar- 
chitects in the late 1960s.

REHAB $ 


Eight Oakland County com- 
munities are eligible for lower in- 
terest loans to revitalize their 
downtown business districts under 
a new plan called Community 
Assistance Program. 

The eight communities — 
Ferndale, Hazel Park, Holly 
Village, Milford Village, Ortonville, 
Oxford Village, South Lyon and 
Walled Lake — were chosen for 
the CAP demonstration based on 
their potential for and commitment 
to the economic and physical 
revitalization of their central 
business districts. 

Oakland County is utilizing 
$350,000 of it's Community 
Development Block Grant alloca- 
tion to leverage over $2 million for 


commercial property rehabilitation 
loans. Through a special agree- 
ment with Manufacturers National 
Bank of Detroit, public and private 
funds will be blended to offer 7 
year rehab loans at substantially 
below market interest rates. 

Businesses and property owners 
located in designated business 
districts may receive up to 
$100,000 per project for storefront 
and exterior improvements, cor- 
rection of building code violations, 
interior renovations, energy con- 
servation, handicap access and site 
improvements. CAP financed im- 
provements will help communities 
preserve their commercial 
storefront architecture through the 
respectful rehabilitation of original 
architectural features and building 
materials.

PRESERVATION 
EXAMINATION 


A national Park Service program 
evaluation team will be in Lansing 
on August 7-8-9 to conduct an on- 
site program review of the 
Michigan historic preservation of- 
fice located at 208 North Capitol 
Avenue. 

The team will be there to deter- 
mine if the preservation office is 
operating at a satisfactory level in 
implementing the requirements of 
the Historic Preservation Act. They 
will examine the qualifications of 
the staff and the State Review 
Board and will review grant 
management, state survey and the 
National Register program.

OBITUARY 


Editor's Note: It isn't often that 
we receive a eulogy at the Beau- 
bien House. The following tribute 
was exerpted from a letter receiv- 
ed from Alger W. Luckham who 
was a classmate of Leo |, Perry and 
his friend for many years. 


LEO I. PERRY 

Many of us who spent our work- 
ing years in the practice of ar- 
chitecture in the Detroit area recall 
the contribution made by Leo 
Perry. Each of us who worked with 
Leo came to admire and respect 
this quiet unassuming person. He 
was in practice with others and 
then in the U.S. Navy. He came 
back to Michigan to resume work 


at a time of much construction a 
tivity. One large and import

Collec- 
tors of Michigan trivia should note 
that Harry Thaw, the man who 
shot Stanford White, was also 
reported in a barroom brawl at the 
Harrington Hotel in Port Huron.
